Not to Abandon Diversification 
and Go Back to All-Cotton. 


A year ago there was a great deal 
of interest being taken by the farm­ 
ers and others throughout the county 
in -what was then called the diversifi­ 
cation and marketing movement that 
bad been started and partially organ­ 
ized. 
This movement, according to 
the Judgment of the writer, was one 
of the most important that has ever 
been started among the people of 
Brazos County. 
For different reasons 
this organization was never complet­ 
ed. 
Consequently, 
the 
marketing 
branch of it has not amounted to any 
thing scarcely, from the fact that the 
tanners have made very little organ­ 
ized effort toward marketing their 
produce. 
But according to the way 
I see it, the diversification movement 
has been worth thousands of dollars 
to the people of the county. Not only 
to Brazos County, but to the whole 
State. 
Last year, it will be remembered, 
we bad nearly 24,000 bales of cotton 
marketed in Bryan. We had over four 
million bales in the State. 
Right in 
connection with that big crop the 
people were in the worst financial 
strain they 
have 
ever 
been. 
The 
conditions were awful, such as none 
of us ever want to see again. 
From 
the pressure of those hard times the 
farmers were forced (I use the word 
"forced” advisedly, for that was the 
only thing that ever could have made 
them change) to diversify their crops 
and reduce their cotton acreage. Now 
notwithstanding we have had more 
calamities and unfavorable seasons 
to contend with this year than any 
year any of us ever saw, still the 
whole scheme of diversification has 
worked like a charm, and notwith­ 
standing we are going to market 
about ten thousand bales of cotton 
less than we did last year, the peo­ 
ple are in a hundred per cent better 
shape than they were 
at that time. 
In the last thirty days 
the writer has 
interviewed many farm ers through­ 
out the county in regard to how they 
were coming out with the present 
year’s 
work. 
Many 
of 
these 
men 
have answered. ‘‘All right.” 
While 
numbers of them have told me they 
are in “hard shape” and are not go­ 
ing to get out of debt, 
but without a 
single exception they have told me 
it was last year’s debts that were 
causing them the trouble; that so far 
as the present crop is concerned they 
would have come out ahead, but hav-! 
ing to carry heavy debts from last 
year they were again to be h a rd 1 
pressed through another year. 
And right here is where the danger 
is going to come in. These same men 
who got in debt last year and are

His head was snapped off by the fall. 
Two hours before he was hanged 
Myers tried to commit suicide by cut­ 
ting his wrist arteries with a piece 
of glass.

He took the position of C han­ 
cellor of the Duchy of L ancaster in 
th e new Cabinet, A rthur J. Balfour 
being made F irst Lord of the Ad­ 
m iralty. 
Mr. Churchill in his letter of resig­ 
nation explains th a t he agrees in the 
form ation of a sm all w ar council and 
appreciates the intention which P re­ 
m ier Asquith expressed to Include him 
am ong its m em bers.

A. A M. Extension Department Gives 


D i r e c t i o n for Ordering Trees 
and Planting Methods. 


Now is the tim e to plane orders for 
nursery stock. 
N urseries fill orders 
in the order they are received 
By 
ordering early the pick of the stock 
is secured and also it is on hand to 
plant this fall. 
O rders should be placed only w ith 
reliable 
aurseries. 
lf 
considerable 
acreage is to be planted it is a good 
plan to visit the nurseries and select 
the stock while it is growing. 
Only 
the b e st grade of trees should be 
planted.. 
N ursery 
stock 
is a 
very 
sm all portion of the cost of growing 
and orchard and it is poor econom> 
to plant cheap trees. 
One year old trees are the best for 
planting. 
Select medium sized, well 
m atured trees, not oversized. 
If one 
year old trees cannot be obtained two 
year old ones will give good results, 
but care m ust be exercised In select­ 
ing them to get ones that have not 
been headed too high by the nursery­ 


man. 
W. B. I^anham, horticultrist for tile 
extension departm ent of the A. & M. 
College, says he has always had the 
best results with fall planted trees, in 
some cases getting fully twice the 
growth o f spring planted trees. 
In m ost places in Texas fall plant­ 
ing is recom mended. 
It may be that 
in the extrem e northern parts that 
b etter results m ight be obtained with 
spring planting, but in practically all 
of the fruit belt of the S tate fall 
planting is recommended. 
The land should be well prepared. 
as for a crop of corn or cotton. 
All 
broken or diseased roots should be 
removed and the tree planted to the 
sam e depth th at it stood in the nurs­ 


ery row. 
The reason m any trees fail to grow 
is because the dirt is not well packed 
around the roots, especially Tinder the 
crown of the tree, and it dries out. 
This po’nt should receive especial a t­ 
tention. 
Tall planted trees are less 
likely to die from this, as the dirt 
will he packed firmly around the roots 
by the w inter rains and they are 
ready to sta rt growth with the first 
warm days of spring. 
The extension departm ent is willing 
to furnish inform ation to any grow er 
a s to selection of varieties or any
